>Measure the area and spacing of what? 

>Do I measure the area of each blade? The ones that move, or the 
stationary ones, or both? 

> 


Measure the area of the smaller blade. That will be the one that governs 
your capacitance. 


> 

> How do you figure the area of something not square, round, or 
triangular? 

> 


An earlier post mentioned tracing the shape onto graph paper and 
counting squares. Estimate by halves for the squares at the edge of the 
blade. I have tried this and it works well. You could also trace the 
shape onto cardstock, cut it out, and weigh it. Weigh a rectangular 
piece of known area and convert the weight of the traced piece into an 
area. This also works well. I have tried it and I know of a real 


estate agent who uses it to estimate acreage of odd-shaped properties. 


> 
> Do I need to deduct for the area consumed by the shaft? 
> 


Probably not since it is small in comparison with the plate area. It 
wouldn't be hard to subtract since it is a cylinder. You will probably 
have more error in computing the capacitance than you would get by 
neglecting the shaft area. 


> 
>As far as spacing measurements, do I measure the gaps between the 
plates? When Open? When closed? Both? 

> 


The gap should be the same either open or closed. I would measure when 
closed. 


> 
>Couldn't I just hook it up to my AADE LC meter (if I had one)? 
> 


You could make up a simple oscillator and check its frequency on your 
general coverage reciever. Substitute fixed caps for the variable until 
you get a reasonably close match to the initial frequency of 
oscillation, or just measure frequency for each of several caps and, 
through lots of hand math, back out the value of the coil and your 
variable capacitor. Better yet make a calibration curve based on 
several caps to average out the tolerance errors of the individual 
caps. Lots of work but if you don't have the LC meter that's what you 
do. Along with finding the value of that cap you will also learn some 
good skills like how to measure things and how to get by with simple 
methods.

They 
have a pair of 2000-ohm high impedence headphones, with the phone tip plugs, 
the kind that fit into the phone tip jacks, if your PM is all original. The 
most popular modification, which most everybody did, was to put a 1/8-inch 
phone jack in place of the tip jacks. Both my PM-2A and PM-3A had been 
converted that way, but I converted them back to the phone tip jacks and use 
an old pair of 600 ohm military headphones.

While I am no speed demon and the speeds I was working this afternoon 
were a bit below 18 wpm, I would say that if it weren't for the 250 hz 
FL3 on my K-1 (#234) the two QSOs I had on 40m this afternoon would have 


been a wash ... the QRM and QRN was cycling from bad to awful and a 
switching down from FL2 (500 Hz) to FL3 (250 Hz) made the world of 
difference.

I am confronted with the problem of whether to install a 

500 or 250 Hz crystal filter in a new Icom 718. They take a 
455Kz IF filter which is soldered in. I have heard it said 
ringing may be a problem with a 250 filter when operating over 

18 WPM. Personally, a 500 filter has always seemed too wide to 
me when the going got tough, but maybe the ones I used had wide 
skirts. So my question to the collective wisdom, should I be 
concerned about ringing and audio degradation with the 250 and go 
with a 500? Or is the 250 generally better for serious CW work. 
While not a speed demon by any means, I use CW around 85%+.

Just a quick note here to mention that we're running a bit behind schedule 
in getting the Atlanticon Kit out to attendees and others who ordered.

A session has been added to the Atlanticon weekend presentations to touch on 
this important aspect. 


Lastly, if you want to get a head start on constructing or laying our your 
PSK Beacon with spare parts in the junk box (and there's really nothing 
elaborate, just follow the PARTS LAYOUT diagram on the website and you'll 
have a running start when your official parts arrive. 


Thanks for everyone's patience and hope to see many of you at Atlanticon at 
the end of this month, in Timonium, MD. This year's QRP Forum is shaping up 
to be a truly great one.

The comments below by Leon and Chris prompted my thoughts that, to me being 
magnetized means causing permanent magnetism to exist in a core while 
applying a steady (dc) bias field to a core produces temporary field 
conditions. The dc bias can take a core into saturation but when removed 
leaves the core nearly the same. This is the way a magnetic amplifier works. 
The bias field changes the inductance of the core/coil. when present but 
not permanently. The field from a permanent magnet is a steady (dc) bias.

>capability. Just remember that you need about 18vac from your transformer 
>to give the regulators enough headroom for regulated 12-14vdc output. 


Gosh, how come everyone advocates these wasteful linear regulated 
supplies, rather than considering an efficient switching power supply 
that would do away with the need for a large, low-voltage, high-current 
transformer? 


Granted, a switching power supply is much harder to design, and involves 
some components that would have to be homebrewed (like the storage 
inductor). But it does mean you'd only need an isolation transformer. And 
the end result can be much more power-efficient.

Gang, 


For those of you going to do the Manhattan Style building of 


Dave Benson's (NN1G) SWL-30 or SWL-30+. I have a count near 25 
at this time. 


I have the SWL-30+ schematics and parts list out on the web page. 
See signature below. I mentioned in the notes and postings that I 
would be doing the SWL-30 but don't let that stop you from doing 

the SWL-30+. You wind fewer toroids doing the SWL-30+ since Dave 
uses the IF cans from Mouser (42IF123 part number). And you've seen 
all the posts that part number has generated. :-) There was 
another IF can 42IF128 that was being used for a while and you'll 
note that it disappeared from the Mouser catalog. I will show you 
how to mount the IF cans even though I won't be doing it in my rig. 
And at one time Mouser had the spec sheets for the 421IF123 on their 
web page in PDF form. I know ‘cuz I printed them out at one time and 
have them in my files for future reference. 


I have renamed the rig that I'm going to do to the QRPL-30 as it 

will be a cross between the SWL-30+ and the SWL-30. I want to 

keep the crystal filter of the SWL-30+ and few other upgrades 

but trade the IF cans for toroids. For several reasons. You learn 
something and you can then build what ever you need for later projects. 
And I think that there will not be that much difference in the room 
needed on the layout. And when I'm doing Manhattan construction I 
don't spend that much time worrying about the room required as I 

start with a larger board area that I think I'll need. So far I have 
been lucky and haven't run out of room. 


I have work in progress to add an IF amp (single transistor) to increase 
receiver gain and demo using a transistor instead of an IC amp. I am going 
with the old 2SC799 final PA as I will not be running more than 1W any way. 
And there will be the QRP-L traffic generated later by all the calls for 
5W mods and there won't be such mods from me. :-) I would like for 
everyone to do some QRPp work and see how it is on the other side of the 
"fence" as 1W is a real dividing line between weak and real weak signals 
and the need for knowing propagation, etc. The antenna becomes a little 
more critical at lower power levels, but you knew that. Any of the final 
PA transistors like the 2N3553's, etc. used in the old rigs and some 

of the new OHRs will do nicely and should be readily available. I'll 

do some more research on this as soon as time permits. 


Now I can not devote much time to this project until after ArkieCon 

the first weekend of next month, so hang on for a while. In the meantime 
you can be gathering the parts that you need. Jim, N5IB, is working 

with some on that. I don't think a group buy is going to save that much 
on this project and it doesn't cost that much to begin with < $40 in parts. 
And I recommend that you get the best parts you can afford and not have to 
spend weeks tracing down a component that is wrong or isn't right. You'll 
learn a lot in the process but save that for later in life..... 


On page 441 of Mouser latest catalog #605. FR-4 Composite 0.059" thickness 
epoxy glass laminate single sided board is $1.96 for a 4x6" and I think this 
will be the right size. You spend another $1.06 for the smaller 3x3" to use 
for pads. This is cheaper that the shipping costs of any other deal you can 
get (I think). IMHO. FYI. No guarantees. Op's standing by....... 


RadioShack.com and Radio Shack have PC board materials in stock also. 


On the crystals. Dave used 8.0Q00000MHz at first then moved to the 

7.680000MHz crystals. We'll discuss this in detail in the web notes. 

Your choice. I haven't found that much BC imaging on the old 8.000000MHz 

IF, but in EU and near the US borders this may be an issue. You may want to buy 
10 crystals at what ever frequency you choose so that you can do some crystal 
matching and I'll also show you how to do that in the material I generate. 


NOTE: Homework. Go to every book and magazine you have and CD. Look up 

and investigate crystal oscillators and quartz crystals in general. ARRL 

HB is a good starting place. Learn to use the index. Take notes. There will 
be a quiz later. See all of Wes Hayward's books and articles. (W7ZOI web page 
also the last time I looked). http://www.easystreet.com/~w7zoi/ is his 

new web URL for those that haven't checked lately. 


I am personally doing research in this area of crystals for an article. The best 
way 

for matching crystals is usually beyond the capabilities of the typical 

ham ‘cuz he/she needs a very very stable signal generator, frequency counter good 
to 1Hz, and a good RF probe that is very sensitive, which you can make. 

But I'd like to find a cheaper and easier method that may not be perfect but 

will get you to the point of matching crystals faster and easier. This I think 
means finding a crystal oscillator that gets very close to the series resonant 
point of each crystal. We used to do this with tube oscillators. I have the 

Ham Radio issues on oscillators and a few other articles that I have to go through 
and 

build some of the stuff and experiment. Film at 11 as they say. 


And finally. For those of you that may be scared of doing this. And if you 
haven't 

built anything yet and are new to radio. Then you might consider ordering a 
SWL-30+ kit from 

Dave Benson, NN1G, http://www.smallwonderlabs.com/ and build it along with the 
rest 

of us. I'll spend the $55 and order one today and build it at the same time for 
helping you guys/girls. It is the same as the rig for the Elmer101 project but 
for 

another band. I think I still have the pics for building the SWL-40+ somewhere on 
the web page. So many pics and so little time. :-) 


Then with all these little rigs on 30m we can take over the band. Ever notice how 
many QRPers there are on 30m? I think almost 1/2 of all my 300+ Qs on 30m are 
2xQRP 

contacts and all done since Jan 12th of this year.

",..I don't have any heavy duty texts on the subject, but my Amidon book and 
a few others mention saturation and overheating but I didn't see anything 
about permanent changes. The main thing I recall, and someone else 
mentioned, was permanent changes in cores in HW-8s. For the life of me, I 
can't find the article--or was it a QRP-L thread? I looked through my old 
QQs and QRPps with no luck. Anybody got a pointer to the article(s)?" 


Being the author of that, it's my business to keep a pointer :-) All of the 
above was in the QRP Quarterly a number of years ago, scattered across at 
least two issues. I wrote about the bad ferrite cores in the HW8 output 
networks on 80 and 40 meters (they used powdered irons on the higher bands), 
as well as some experiments I did at home zapping some perfectly good cores, 
both ferrite and powdered iron. I tried returning the cores to normal by 
heating and cooling and it didn't work. I did not try running a steadily 
decreeasing alternating current through them, although lots of people say 
that works. 


I put the info in the qrp-l archives section at lehigh.edu. Here's how to 
find it-- 


Go to the qrp-l home page at http://qrp.lehigh.edu/lists/qrp-1/ 


Click on QRP-L File Archive. That takes you to the FTP side. To get back 
into html, click on index.html, then from that page click on articles. The 
articles you're looking for are badhw8cores.mcq and zapcores.mcq. The first 
is obvious, and the second one details some experiments I did with zapping 
perfectly good cores. 


BTW, if you stay with the FTP section instead of going to the html index, 
you can still download all the files in the archives but some of them have a 
.Z extension indicating that they are stored in compressed format, and it's 
not PKZIP. You can FTP them to your computer but be sure to drop the .Z 
extension so they will be uncompressed before transmission. 


As far as I know, I'm the first one to notice that the cores in the HW-8 on 
80 and/or 40 can go bad, and figuring that one out took a good while :-) 
I've been spreading the word ever since. I quit keeping count when I hit ten 
confirmed cases many years ago.

> Gosh, how come everyone advocates these wasteful linear regulated 

> supplies, rather than considering an efficient switching power supply 

> that would do away with the need for a large, low-voltage, high-current 
> transformer? 

> 

Well, for one thing, wasteful linear supplies are a xlotx easier to 

build and get working. Also, they tend to be more reliable and easier 

to fix if they do go bad. 


You still need a transformer in a switching supply, it's just a 


different type. One that isn't very easy to get, as most switching 
supply transformers are custom made for that perticular supply. 


I for one would not want to use a supply that regulated down directly 
from rectified line voltage (even with an isolation transformer) as 
there is a definate risk of dumping that 160-170 volts into my rig if 
something went wrong. And belive me, something can and will 
eventually go wrong. (voltage spikes on the AC line would be of big 
concern with this type of supply) 


So, if I wanted a high current, low voltage, off line switching 
supply, I'd buy one ready made. The time, trouble and expence of 
trying to homebrew one just isn't worth it. OTOH, if you kept that 
big, heavy, low voltage, high current transformer and simply replaced 
the linear regulator with a switching type, that would be a lot more 
do-able, though still something of a can of worms to get right.

If I were primarily chasing DX (or other pileup-type operations), the 250 Hz 
filter would be a must. For contesting, where hearing stations slightly 
off-frequency is important, the 500Hz filter is adequate. Combine the 500Hz 
filter with the Twin Passband and Auto-Peak attenuator on my IC-746 and it 
works superb. 


Look at the APF-ish functions. It's basically a reverse notch, passing 
Signals on the target frequency, but attenuating those on either side. It 
does help.
